tists Act , 1948 (XVI of 1948 ), the Contral Government is plansed to make the follow 
ing rules for thọ Delhi Dental Council :- 


CHAPTER I 
I. (1) These rules may be called tho Dental Council (Delhi State ) Rulos , 1951. 
( 2 ) 1hoy extend to the Stato of Delhi: 

Provided that tho provisions in thoso rules relating to logistration of dontiste 
shall aprly to dontiate residing or carrying on the profossion of dontistry in the 
State of Ajmor as thoy apply in relation to dentists rosiding or carrying on the pro 
fession of dentistry in tho Stato of Delhi. 

(3 )- They shall come into force on such dato as the Government may by noti 
fication in the official Gazette , appoint. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything ropugnant in the subjeot or con 
text 

(a ) the Act means the Dentists Act, 1948 (XVI of 1948 ) ; 
( ) the Council moans the Dalhi Dental Council constituted under section 

21 ; 
(c) tho Executive Committoo means the Executive Committee of the 

Council ; 
(d ) Torm means a form annexed to these rules ; 
(e) Government means the Central Government ; 
( ) President means the President of the Council ; 
(0 ) Register means the register of dentists proparod and maintained under 

tho Act ; 
( ) Registrar means tho Registrar appointod under section 28 , 
(1) Returning Officor means the Returning Officer appointed by tho Govern 

ment ; and 
6 ) Section means & section of the Act. 


CHAPTER II 
ELECTION8 UNDER SECTION 21 (A) AND (B ) 
3 . (1 ) Parts A and B of tho rogister as publishod with referenco to sub -sections 
(3 ) and (4 ) of section 31 and sub -soction (4 ) of section 32 together with the list or 
ligts, published by the Returning Officer in the official Gazette , of contists regis 
tered under either part, subsequent to the publication of tho rogistor , shall respeo 
tively be the preliminary electoral roll for the electorate specified in clauses (a ) 
And (6 ) of section 21: 

Provided that in the caso of elections other than those held for the first time 
un or the Act, the proliminary clectoral roll shall bo tho register as last printed 
under section 45 , togother with tl o list or lists , published by the Returning Officer , 
of dentists registered subsequent to tho printing of the rogister. 

(2 ) The Returning Officor shall prepare and publish in tho official Gazette 
on a dato to bo fixod by Governmont , preliminary electoral rolle in Form I in Appen . 
dix I, oontaining the names of all the electors for oach of the electorates specified 
In clauses (a ) and (6 ) of section 21 . 
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(3 ) The Peturning Officor shall simultanoqusly publis! a notice in the official 
Gazette specifying the modo in which and tho time within which claims and objec . 
tione rolating to the ontries or omissions in the preliminary rolls shall be preferred . 

(4 ) On or after tho dato ſixed for the roccint of the claims and objections , the 
Roturning Officer yull pass orders in writing on oach claim or objortion and roviso 
the preliminary olectond rolls in accordance with such orders , and the rolls , as 80 
rovised , shall be published in tho official Gazette us tho final eloctoral rolls , 

4 . The Roturning Officor shall appoint and shall notify in tho official Gazette 
And in such other manner as ho thinks fit, the dato , time and placo for 

(a ) tlo receipt of nomination papers and their scrutiny ; 
(O ) the despatch of voting papers to the electors ; 
(c) tho poll; and 

(d ) tho scrutiny and counting of votus , 
6 . Every candidate for eloction shall be nominatoc hy menns of a nomination 
papor in Form II in Appendix I which shall be supplied frvo of cost by iho Return . 
ing Officer to uny eluctor applying for tho samo, 

6 . (1 ) Every nomination paper shall be signed by two electors as proposer and 
secondor au sont by port or otherwiso so as to ro ch thu Returning Officer on or 
bof re x date fixod by him , which shall be not less than four weeks before the dato 
appointed for tho poll : 
, . Provided that no elector shall sign more nomination papers than there are 
seats to be fillod up : 

Provided further that if more than the prescribedl number of nomination papers 
Are signed by the samo oleotor, the prescribed number of nomination papers first 
Maceived by the Returning Officer shall , if otherwise in order , be held to be valid , 
and if more than the prescribed number of nominations signed by the same elector 
are received simultangously by the Returning Officer , all such nomination paper 
shall be held to be invalid , 

(2 ) On receipt of each nomination paper , the Returning Offcer shall forthwith 
andorse thereon tho dato and hour of rocoipt. 

7 . Nomination papers which are not received by the Returning Officer before 
the date and tho time appointed in that behalf shall be rojected . 

8. (1) On or before the date appointed for the receipt of nomination papers 
oach candidate wishing to htand for election shall pay the Returning Officer a foo 
of fifty rupeos in cash , and no candidate shall be doemod to be duly nominatod un 
lege such fee has boon paid . 

(2 ) The foo 80 paid shall bo credited to the Council and shall not in any oircuma 
tadoo be refunded . 

0 . ( 1 ) On the date and at the time appointed by tho Returning Officer for tho 
Borutiny of nomination papors the candidates and the proposer and seconder of 
dach candidato may attend tho office of the Returning Officer , who shall allow them 
to examine tho nomination papors of all the candidates which have beon received 
by him as aforesaid . 

( 2 ) The Returning Officer shall oxamino the nomination papers and decide all 
questions which may arise as to tho validity of any nomination and his decision 
thercon shall be final. 

(3 ) Any candidato may withdraw his candidature by notice in writing signod 
by him and dolivered to the Roturning Officer not later than twenty -ono clear dava 
before tho (lato appointed for the poll . A candidate who has withdrawn luis qundi. 
d ture thall not bo aliowod to cancel the withdrawal or to bo renominuted as a 
oandidato for the same olcction . 
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(4 ) Tho Roturning Officor shall , on receiving a notice of withdrawal, causo it 
to be published in the Official Gazette 

10 . ( 1 ) If the number of candidates who stand duly nominated clocs not oxceed 
the number of mombors to be elected , tho Roturning Officer shall After the expiry 
of tlie timo for withdruwal of candidature declaro such candidato or candidates to 
be duly clocted . 

( 2 ) If the number of such crucidatos excoods the nunibor of members to be 
elected , the Returning Officor shall forthwith publish their nainos and audrossos in 
the Official Guzetlo and shall furthe ( 2010 their names to be entered in alphabolical 
order in the voting papors in Form IV in Appendix I. 

(3 ) If a poll is found nocossary , the Reaning Officer slull , tro weeks before 
the dato appointed thorofor, sond by post to each elector a lettor of intimatiop 
In Form V in Appendix I togothor with a numberod doclaration papor in Form III 
in the said appondix , a voting paper in Form IV in the said appendix containing 
tho names of the candidatos in alphabetical order und bearing tho Roturning Officers 
initials or fascimilo signaturo , a voting paper covor addregsod to him (the Returning 
Officer ) and an outer covor also addressed to him . A cortificate of posting shall be 
obtained in rospect of each such lettor of intimation sont to an olector. 

(4 ) An elector who has not received tho voting and other connected papers 
sent to him by post or who has lost them or in whoso case the papors before their 
return to the Returning Officor havo been inadvortontly spoilt, inay transmit a 
declaration to that offoct signed by himself and roquired the Returning Officer 
to send him fresh papors, and iſ the paper have beon spoilt , the spoilt papers shall be 
returned to the Returning Officer who shall cancel thon on rocoipt. In overy cage 
in which fresh papers aro is uod nmurk sulbo place ag inst, tho number rolating 
to tho elector s namo in the cloctoral roll to don to that fresh papers have boon 
issued , 

(5 ) No election shall be invalidated by reason of an cloctor not, recciving his 
voting paper, providod iliatr voting paper has boon issued to him in accordance with 
thoso rul 1 , 

11. Ivory cloctor desirous of recording his vite shall , nfter filling up the de . 
olaration paper and tho voting paper nccording to the diroctions given in the latter 
of intimation , oncloso the voting paper in the voting paper cover, stick up the cover , 
enclose the covor and tho doclaration paper in the outor envelope addressed to the 
Returtung Officer , and sond the outer envelope by rogisterod post at tho elector s 
own cost to tho Roturning Officer , so ns to reach him not lator than 5 p .m , on the 
day fixed for the poll. All onvelopos received after that day and hour or rocoivod 
by unregistered post shall bo rojortod , 

12 . On receipt of the envelopes by rogistored post containing the declaration 
paper and tho closod covor containing the voting rapor, the Roturning Officer shall 
endorse on the outer envelope tho date and liour of receipt . 

13 . Tho Returning Officer shall open the outor onvelopes immediately after 
8p.m . on tho day fixed for the poll at the place to which the onvelopes are addressed 
to him . Any candidate may be prosent in porson or may send a reprosenttive 
duly authorizoil by him in writing to attend at tho timo the outer envelopos aro 
opened , 

14 . (1). A voting paper cover shall bo rejocted by the Roturning Officer ,

(3 ) Aftor sa isfying himself that the electors havo affixed their signatures to 
the declaration papers, tho Returning Officer shall keep all the declaration papers 
in safo custody , ponding disposal under rule 17. 

15 . ( 1) The Returning Officer shall attend, for the purpobo of scrutiny and 00 
anting of the votos, at the date , time and place appointed by him in this behalf 
provided tho dato so appointed shall not bo lator than three days from tho date fixed 
for the poll. 

( 2 ) All tho voting paper covers , other than thoso rejected under rule 14 shall be 
oponed and the voting papers taken out and mixed together . The voting papers 
whall then be scrutinized and the valid votes counted . 

A voting paper shell be invalid if. 

(a ) it does not boar the Returning Officer s initials ; or 
(b ) a votor signs bje name or writes & word or makes any mark on it, hy 

which it becomes rocognizable as his voting paper ; or 
(c ) ro vote is recorded thereon ; or 
( d ) the number of votes recorded thereon exceeds the number of vacanolan 

to be filled ; or 
(e) it is void for uncertainty of one or more votes exoroisod : 

Provided that where more than ono voto can be given on the same voting paper , 
if one of the marks is 80 placed as to render it doubtful to which candidate it is in 
tended to apply , the vote concernod , but not tho whole voting paper shall be in . 
valid on that account. 

(3 ) Any candidato may be probont in porson or may send a representative duly 
authorized by him in writing to watch tho proco88 of counting . 

(4 ) The Returning Officer shall show the voting papers , if requosted to do so, 
to the candidates or their authorized ropresentativos , at tho time of sorutiny and 
oounting of votes. 

(5 ) If any objection is made to any voting paper on the ground that it does not. 
comply with tho specified requirements or to any rojection by the Returning Officer 
of a voting paper , it shall be docidod at once by tho Returning Officer whose decision 
shall be final." 

(0 ) The Roturning Officer shall nominate such number of scrutinizers not ex 
ceediné four as he thinks fit. In the case of elections held for the first time under 
the Act tho scrutinizors shall bo officers of the Governmont of the grade of Civil 
Surgeon or Officer of the Contral Servico , Class I, and in the case of other elections, 
members of the Council . 

16 . ( 1) When the counting of the votes has beon completed , tho Returning 
Officer shav forthwith declare tho candidato or candidates to whom the largest 
number of valid votes has boen given to be duly elected and shall forthwith inform 
auch guccessful candidavo by letter of his being elected to the Council . If any oan . 

date thus shown to be cloctod hus withdrawn from tho cloction or refuses to acoept 
olention then in the place of that candidate one of the romaining candidates to whom 
The next largest nunibor of votes has been given shall bo hold to have been elected 
and so on fu as many of tho remaining candidatos Ar thoro may bo vacancies causer 
In this way . 
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(2 ) If there is an equality of votos betwoen any two or moro oandidates , the 
Returning Officer shall , after notice to the candidates concorned , decide by drawing 
lots which candidate or candidates ho shall declaro to have been electod . 

17 . Upon tho completion of the counting and after the result has been deolared 
by him , the Returning Officor shall goal up the voting papers and all other dooumenta 
relating to the oleotion and shall retain the same for a period of six months and tho 
Council shall not destroy or cause to bo destroyed the rocords even aftor six months 
without tho previous concurrenco of the Government, 

18 . The Returning Officer shall publish the rosults of the election in tho Official 
Gazotto . 

19 . ( 1) Before Botting aside an election under section 26 the Govornment 
shall give an opportunity to all the parties concerned to show cause why the eleotion 
hould not bo set asido . 

(2 ) A decision under section 26 may bo given on the inquiry and report of Iny 
person appointed by the Government in that bohalf . 


VACANCIES 
20 . ( 1) Within a week of the occurrence of a Vacanoy , otherwise than by the 
expiry of the torm of office, the Presidont shall give intimation thereof 
la ) in the case of & vacancy to be filled by election , under sootion 21 (1 ) 

end (b ) to the Government ; and 
(6 ) in the case of a vacancy to be filled by nomination under sootion 21 (o 

to the Government. 
( 2 ) In the caso of & Vacancy occurring by the expiry of the term of office of a 
momber , intimation thereof to the authorities referred to in sub -rule ( 1) shall be 
given by the President not loss than two months bofore the date on which the 
vacanoy will occur . 

21. Ninety days before the expiration of the term of office of any membor . 
the Registrar shall draw the attention of the Prosidont to the impending vacanov 
80 as to onable him to take action under rulo 20 . 

22. On the occurrence of a vacancy othorwise than by the expiry of the term 
of office . the Registrar shall forthwith draw the attontion of the President to the 
existonce of the vacanoy to enablo the President to take action under rule 20 . 


CHAPTER MI, 
ELECTION OF PRESIDENT AND VICE -PRESIDENT 
03 . (1 ) The election of the President or tho Vice -President shall be by show of 
bands at a meeting specially converiod for that purpose and for which duo notloo 
has been given under rules 71 and 72. 

(2 ) Tho meeting for tho election of the President shall be presided over by the 
Vice- President: 

Provided that, if the Vice - President is himself standing for eloction or if there

(5 ) The Prosident of the mooting shall declaro tho candidato securing the largest 
number of votey as duly Olected).

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( 6 ) In the event of two or moro candidates socuring an equal number of votes , 
the Prosidont of the mooting all I decide by druwing lots, the candidatog whom 
he shall dochmos duly electod 


CHAPTER IV 

REGISTRAR AND OTHER STAFF 
24 . The torm of office of a Registrar appointed by the Council shall be auch 
number of years not ( xceeding threo , as tho Coverninent inay fix , but a retiring 
incumbent may, with the approval of the Government, bo rouppouted for a further 
torm or torms. 

26 . The Rogistrur shall keep his rogisters in accordanco with the provisions of 
the Act and the rules and regulations of the Council . 

26 . The Registrar shall be prosent at every mecting of the Council and of the 
Executive Committee and shall tale down the minutes of the procoedingy at such 
meetings. 

27 . The Registrar shall conduct and have charge of the corrospondence of the 
Council and shall issue all requisite notices in tho manner required by these rules, 

28 . The Registrar shall fulfil all tho duties that may be required of him y the 
rules and regulations for the timo being of tho Council. 

29 , Pullio Holidays oxcepted , the Registrar shall attend at tho office of the 
Council ficm 10 A . M . to 5 P . M . provided howevor ilot on Sturdays he shall attend 
from 11) A .M . 10 2 P. M . The Registrar shall :atlond also ate thor times when necessary 
and shall vot alsont himself from hiu cuties ( Icopt nith tho permission of the Pro 
sident. 

30 . The Registrur shall be authorizod to obtain whatover temporary additional 
assistanoo is required , subjoct to the sunction of the Profident, 

31 The Registrar shall havo general control over tho management of the office 
and authority over tho clorks and servants , and superintendence of the buildings . 

32 . The dution of the clarks shall be such as shall be assigned to t em by the 
Rouistrar under the direction of the Executive Committee. 

33 . Public holidays excopted , the clerk shall attend at tho office from 1 A . M 
to 8 P .M . provilled however that on Soturdays they shall attend only from 10 AM 
to 2 P . M . They shall attend also at othor times when necessary , and shall nos 
bo absent from their duties oxcept with the permission of the Registrar. The 
Esecutive Committee shall grant leavo to the clerks according to the Revised 
Leave Rules , 1933. Leave to peons, shall be granted by the Registrar in accordance 
with those rules . 


CHAPTER V 


REGISTERS, ACCOUNTS AND OTHER MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS 


34. A book + } all be kept , containing the name of each of tho members of the 
Council , the shootorate hry rojo- onts , t ] d to of notification of his appointment 
or election , the terın for which he was appointed and the dato of his death , tu ignation 
or ret rement or on which day he otherwise ceased to be a member ; the book shall 
be regularly maintained so as to show the period at which tho hody or authority 
having power to appoint or elcct should make a new appointment or elect a new 
memboi . 

36 . The corporate ecal of the Count shal. be kept in a box having two diff 
erent locks , and the koy of one of the locha shall ho in tho custody of the President 
And the key of the other lock in the custody of the Registrar. 
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36 . The soal shall be affired only by order of the Counoil or, when the Council 
is not sitting , by order of the Executive Committee ; but its use by the Committee 
shall be limited to such acts as may be neceseary to carry into effect the powers and 
the duties oonferred upon it. 

37 . Any ordor for afixing the seal shall state why it is nocessary to affix the 
seal and shall be entered in the minutes of the Council , or of the Executive Committee 
as the case may be. 


INSPECTION OF DOOUMENTS 


· 38 . The conditions on which leave shall be granted to members of the Council 
to inspect the documents of the Council , when not required for use by its logaladvisers , 
shall be those contained in this rule and rules 39 , 42 and 43 . 

Three clear days notice in writing shall be given to the Registrar, except when 
the Council is in session , when special leave may be granted . 

39 . Tho subjoot of the documents needed for inspection shall be stated in the 
notioo . 

40 . The Registrar shall be held responsible for the safe custody of all doouments . 

41, The Rogistrar shall have the documents arranged in chronological order 
or otherwise so as to facilitate their inspection during office hours . 

42 . Documents under inspection shall not be removed from the premises of the 
Council . 

43. All suoh doouments and the information derived therefrom shall be regarded 
As strictly confidential, 


ACCOUNTS 


44 . An account shall be opened in the Imperial Bank of India in the name of the 
Council and all the moneys of the Council shall be deposited in the Bank , subject 
to the reservation mentioned in rule 45 . 

45 . The Registrar shall receivo all moneys payable to the Council . He shall 
not retain in his hands any sum exceeding Ra, 100 the balanco being lod ged in the 
Bank to tho credit of the Council . 

46 . The Registrar shall in the month of July each year prepare a statement of 
income and expenditure of the preooding financial year and draw the attention of 
the Council to such matters UB boom deserving of notice . 

47. The annual accounts shall be made up by the Registrar under tho direction 
of the Executivo Committee . 

48 . In the month of September each year , an estimate of the rovenue and of the 
expenditure of the Council for the yoar commencing on the 1st April next ensuing 
shall be laid before the Council. 

49. Such estimate shall provide for mooting the liabilities of the Council 
and for effeotually carrying out its objeots . It shall include on its revenue side , 
besidos all revenue ordinurily anticipated , such grant as the Government may be 
pleasod to allot and all fees recoived from registration or other sources . 

50 . The Council shall oonsider the estimate submitted to it and shall sa notion 
the same either unaltered or subject to such alteration as it shall doom fit, 

61 . The Council may, at any time during the year for which any estimate has 
been banctioned , cause a supplemontary estimate to bo prepared and submitted 
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to it . Every guoh gupplemontary estimato shall be considered and sanotioned by the 
Council in the samemanner as an annual estimato under the rulo 48 . No expondi 
ture shall be incurred by tho Council which is not duly provided for in the estimate 
under rule 48 or in the supplemontary estimate contemplatod in this rule . 


52 . A bill or othor voucher progonted as a claim for money shall be roceived 
and examined by the Registrar. If the claim be for a sum not exceeding Rs. 10 
and the bill or othor voucher is in ordor , ha shall pay it. If tho claim be for a sum 
exc90ding Rs. 10 paymont shall not bo mało until it has been examined and passed 
by the Exocutive Committee . 


53 . Tho Registrar shall immediately bring into acoount in the general cash 
book , all moneys rocoived or spont by the Council . 


54 . All cheques shall be signed by the Registrar and by one of the mombers of 
the Exocutive Committoo designated by it in this bohalf . 


55 . The accounts of the Council shall be audited by persons who are qualified 
to be appointod as Auditors of Companies under section 144 of the Indian Companies 
Aot, 1913 . 


CHAPTER VI 


REGISTRATION OF DENTISTS 


06. Every person entitled to be rogistered under sections 34 and 35 and doguing 
to have himself so rogistered shall apply to the Rogistrar in Form O in Appendix 
II. Every such application shall be aocompanied by the foo presoribed in this 
behalf in rule 67 . 

57. Where the application is for registration under section 34 (ü ), the applicant 
shall stato in the applicution that he has passed the special examination referred to 
in that sootion as one of his qualifications for rogistration , 

58 . ( 1) Tho rogistration of a person under the Aot shall, subjoot to the provi . 
sions oontained in the Aot as to the removal of names from the rogister, romain entered 
therçin and the registration of such person shall hold good until the 31st Decomber 
of the yoar following the yoar in which the name is first registered . 

( 2 ) Any person desiring to continue his registration shall submit to the Regis 
trar an application before the 1st Ootober of the yoar till the end of which the current 
registration will hold good indioating his correct address and shall forward with the 
applioation the foo prescribed in that behalf in rule 67 and the cortifioato inued to 
him under rulo 61 . 

59 . An application for registration of an additional qualification shall be in 
Form 1) in Appendix II and shall be accompanied by the foe prescribed in this behalf 
in rule 67 . 

60. Every appeal to the Council against a refusal of the Registrar to register , 
in the caso of first registration , or to alter any entry in the register shall state the 
grounds on which the registration or alteration is claimed and furnish partioulars of 
the qualifications held and the dates on which they were aoquired . On receipt of 
any such appeal the Executive Committee shall conduct an enquiry and submit 
& report to the Council . 


61 , On the registration of every dentist under the Act and on each ronowal of 
Bugh registration , the Registrar shall grant quoh dentist 4 certificate in Form B in 
Appendix II.

03. Every application by a dentist for the removal of his namo at his own roquest

not aware of any proceedings or of any reason for tho institution of any proceedings 
which might result in the removal of his namo from the register or for depriving him 
of any qualification or lioenoe entitling him to havo his namo entered in the register . 
The application shall further be accompanied by an undertaking by the applicant 
that ho will not apply for registration in any other Stato in India within a period

Every such application for removal hull in the first instinca ,b3 rofarru 1 by thy 
Rogistrar to the authorities who granted the applicant his qualification or qualifi 
cations in order to ascertain whethor there is any valid objootion to suoh romɔval. 

Tho Registrar shall bring overy such applioation before the next meeting of the 
Councilor Exocutive Committee whoshall consider the applioation and any objeotions 
thoreto . 

The Registrar shall , upon tho removal of the applicant s namo from the rogister , 
wbond notice of such romoval to the upplicant by registered post addressed to both 
his registered residential and profossional addresses . 

64 . The rogieter shall be maintained as required by aub -Bootion (3 ) of section , 
31 and in Form A in Appendix II. 

65 . Tho names shall be ontored in the register in the alphabetioal order and 
suffioiont space shall be left for future additions or alterations in the qualifioptions 
and address relating to oach Dame. 

06 . Each page of the regieter shall be verified by the Registrar s signature .

CHAPTER VII 


RULES OF BUSINESS OF THE COUNCIL , ITO . 


- 70 . Uplese , for reasons of publio omorgonoy , the President , or if the President 
be unable to act , the Executivo Committee, shall otherwise direct the Council shall 
moet for ordinary businobs on the first Monday in the months of February and 
September in oach year . A mooting of the Council shall bo held at any other time, 
only if called by direction of the President or in his absence , or in the event of a 
vacancy in the office of the Prosidont , by tho Executive Committee , or on a writton . 
requisition signcd by five members of the Council and addressed to the President or 
to the Executivo Committee , as the case may be . 


71. All meetings of tho Counoil shall be convened by the Registrar by notice 
givon to cach member stating the time and place of tho meeting . 

Tho President shall preside over the moeting . In the absence of tho President , 
the Vice - President or any other person chosen for tho purpose for the time being by 
the mombers procent shall preside over the meeting . 

72. The notice shall state the purpose of the meeting , that is, whether it is for 
transacting goneral business or for transacting any specified special business. At 
Any-mooting which is transacting specialbusiness , no other busino88 shall be transactod 
except that specified in the notice , unless the Counoil by rosolution agrees to considor 
such busino88 . 

73 . Prior to any meeting of the Council , tho Registrar shall in congultation with 
the President, prepare a provisional programme of business and shall furnish a copy 
thereof to every momber of tho Council not loss than ten days before the day fixed 
or the mecting and at the same time forward to avory member of tho Counoil, copies 
of the documonts and the ovidenco , in any disciplinary case to be brought before the 
Council during that meeting . 
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74 . Any notice of motion to bo inaarted in tho programme of businoss for tho 
meeting shall be sent to the Registrar at loa4t 15 clear days beforo the boginning of 
the meeting 

75 . Whon the President has takon tho Chair , the roll shall be called and any 
member not present before the minutes of the previous mooting are confirmod shall be 
doomed to be absent. 

76 . Five members of whom the Presidont may be one shall constituto a quorum . 

77. No member shall , after taking his place , leave the meeting without the per 
mission of the Prosidont. 

78 . Before the commoncomont ofmy mooting of the Council, the President in 
consultation with tho Registrar shall proparo the progrummo of business containing 
the subjects to bo brought forward anıl sotting out the notices of the motion givon 
by the membors and tho programme go prepared shall bo distributed to all the 
members of the Council. 

79. Allmotions and amendmonts shall bo in writing, shall be signed by themover 
and the soconder and before the mombor spoak on thom shull bo reu - by tho Prosidont 
or by tho Rogistrar under tho authority of the President. All formal amondmonta 
shall be framed so that they may bo roarl as independentmotion . 

80 . The movor shall havo tho right to speak before any motion or amendmont 
is seconded . 

81. Any motion standing over from the previous day shall take procodenco over 
any now subjoet unless the Council othorwise determinos . 

82 . No motion or amendment shall he withdrawn after having boon road by the 
President or under his authority oxcopt with tho pormission of tho Council . 

83 . The socondor of a motion may make his speech at any stage of tho dobate , 
but only the proposer shall have tho right of final reply . 

84. If an amendment in proposod , it shall be disposed of boforo any other amond 
mont in moved , 

85 . The amondment shall first bo put to vote ; unlif it is lost , A sooond amond 
mont may be movod and shall be dispogod of in the same mannor as the first amond 
mont, and so on , untilno furter amondmont is proposed . 

86 . If all tho amondments are lost, tho original motion shall be regarded as a 
substantive motion to which no further amondmont moy bo moved . 

. 87. If any amendmont is carriod , the original motion so amondod shall be re 
garded as a substantivo motion to which further amendments may be moved . 

88. In all cahos whoro a division has taken placo , any mombor of the Council 
may requiro that tho namos or the numbor or both tho namo ant the number of 
the majority , of tho minority , or those who declino to voto , anil of those who are 
absent , be entered in tho minutos . 

89 . Whon a motion is under debate , no further proposrl shall be reocivod oxoopt 
ono nf the following : 

(i) an amendment, namely , That the motion be amonded as follows :- - 
( ii) tho postponomont of the motion , namely , " That tho consideration of the 

motion bo postponod .” ; 
(iii ) the adjournment of tho debate , namoly , " That the debato on the motion 

be now adjournect " ; 
(iv ) tho adjournment of the Council, namoly , " That the Council do now 

adjourn , ; 
(v ) the closure of the debate , namely , " That the Council do now proceed to 

vote on the motion " ; 
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( vi) the passing on to the next itom in the programme of business , namely , 
" That the Council instead of proceeding to deal with tho motion do pass on to 

tho next item , in tho programme of business ." 
A 90 . Wbon an Amendment ie under debate , no further proposal shall be rooeived 
except one of the following : 
IN (i) the adjournment of the debate on tho amendmont , namely , “ That the 

debato on the amendment bo now adjourned " ; 
( ii ) the adjournment of tho Council, namoly , " That the Council do now 

adjourn " ; 
(iii) the closure of the debate on the amendment , namely " That tho Council 

do now procood to vote on the amondment" ; 
Pilt ( iv ) tho postponing consideration of the amendmont namely , “ That the 

Council instoad of proceeding to deal with the amendment do resume 
904 the date on the motion originally proposed ." 

191. Tho proposal for postponomont of the motion may specify a date for its . 
further consideration or ay requiro ita postponomont sine die. 

92 . If the proposal for the adjournmont of the debato on a motion is carried , 
the Councilshall pass on tu the noxtitom on the programme of businosa and the de 
bate shall be rosumed at the next ordinary meeting of tho Council. The proposer of 
the adjournment shall, on tho rosumption of tho debate bo оntitled to speak first . 

93 . If tho proposal for the adjournment of the Council is carried , the quostion 
uridor debato shall be dropped from the programmo of business . 

94 . On the proposul for the adjournment of the Council being made and 
poconded it shall be compotent for tho Président , boforo putting tho question , to 
ascertain the opinion of tho Council as to whether it will before rining proceed to 
items in the programmo of businons on which no objections or romarks have been 
received or expõoted . 

95 . The proposal for the closuro of the dobato shall be made and secondod 
without further debuto and shall , unloss the Presidont shall rule otherwise , be put 
forthwith . If tho proposal is carried , tho motion or amonclment undor debate 
shall be at once voted on by the Council. 
of Pu 98 . The proposal for passing on to the noxt item in the programme of business 
shall be made and secondod without debate and sba ]] bo put forthwith . If the 
proposal is carried , the motion or amendment to which it applies shall be dropped 
from the programme of business . 

07 . The Prosident may , at his discretion , obtain the votes of members of the 
Council on any particular quostion by circulating tho question and tho papers 
connectod therowith , placing beforo them all tho facts and information relating to 
the same and obtaining their views thereon , such question bring docided aecording 
to the majority of the votes and a minuto rogarding it being added to the minutes 
of tho Council 

98 . The minutes of each meeting shall be read at tho noxt moeting for the approv 
al of tho membors and confirmed by the Presidont after a resolution to that offoot 
is passed . 

99 . The procoedings of the meetings of the Council shall be preserved in the 
form of printed minutes after confirmation by the signature of the Presidont. 

100 . The minutes of each meeting shall set out tho motions and amondmente 
proposed and adopted or negativod , with the namos of the proposor and soconder 
annoxod tkoreto but without the comments or obsorvations of tho membors . 

101. When a now or amendod regulation is adopted by the Council, the minutes 
Bhall contain & formal statement as to the effoot of the new or amendod regulation 
upon tho previous regulations on the same subject . 
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102 . After the close of any meeting of the Council ,a printed copy of theminutos 
of the meeting as confirmed shall be sont to each member, 

103. Completo minutes of each moeting of the Council after confirmation in 
accordance with rule 98 shall, as soon as conveniont after the close of tho mooting, 
be made up in sheets ingerted in the yearly volumo and consecutively pagod . 


BUSINESS OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEN 
104 . The Executivo Committon shall consist of tho President and tho Vico 
Presidont, ex -officio , and four members of the Council . 

105 . The Executive Committee shall ordinarily meet once overy month on such 
date as may be fixed by the Prosident. 

106. For a mooting of tho Executivo Committoo four mombors including the 
Presidont shall be the quorum . 

107 . If any elected member of the Executive Committeo is absent from two 
consecutivo mootinge of the Committoo without its leave or if tho period of leave 
oxcoeds three months, he shall conse to be a momber of the Committoo . 

108 . Tho Executive Commit!00 shall keep minutos for its procoodings which 
shall be doalt with in the manner indicated in rules 98 , 100 , 101 and 102 . 

109. The minutes of tho mootings of tho Executivo Committee shall be printed 
in tho samo manner as those of the Council and copios theroof sent to each membor 
of the Council. 

110 . In the case of the doath of the Rogistrar or of his incapacity from illness 
or of his bce ng on ltalc , when the Council is notin session , the Executive Committee 
shall appoint a porson to porform temporarily the duties of th : Registrar, 

111. The Executive Committee shall superintend the publication of the register 
which shall be prepared by the Registrar . The Registrar shall caueo it to be printed 
aftor entoring theroin a statemont of the distribution of the copies of tho rogistor . 
The copion shall to distril utod 10 kuch of the officers of thc Government as may be 
specifed by tho Government, to thie Dental Council of India under sub - seotion ( 2 ) 
of section 18 and to such otkora as may bo directed by the Exooutive Committee . 

112. Each your, the Executivo Committed shall order such number of copies of 
the r istor to be printod as the Rogistrar muy consider necessary on A rovision of 
the annual distribution liet . 

113 . The printing of the minutos shall be undor the direction of the Executivo 
Committeo . 

114 . All petitions addressed to tho Council shall bo referrod by it to the Exo 
outive Committee to bo examined and reported upon bofore being considered by the 
Council : 

Provided that all potitions addressod to the Council shall be laid upon the table 
of tho Council for such action as it doems fit. 

116 . The Exocutivo Committee shall preparo roports on tho subjoots indioated 
to it by the Council when the Council is sitting and at othor times by the President. 
The reports whon finally approved by the Committeo shall be printed and circulated 
to the membors of the Councilat least ten days bofore tho meeting of tho Council. 

Feos and allowances for ationding the meetings of the Counciland the Exeoutive 
Committee and other expedics . 

116 . No fee shall be paid for attending a moeting of the Councilor the Exeoutivo 
Committoo. 
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117 . For attending the meeting of the Counoil or Exeoutive Committee , allow 
anoes will be payable to mombers from the funds of the Council as set forth below 

(i) Government servants should draw the travelling allowance to which thoy 
are entitled under the Supplemontary Rules . 

( ii ) A member , who is not a Government servant , shall bo allowed one and 
a half first class faro , halting allowance and roadmiloage according to the rules 
applicable to non -official membors of Committoos appointed by Government . The 
halting allowanoo shall be admiggible for any day on which he is required to halt on 
the business of tho Counoil or the Executive Committee at a place other than 
where his permanent residence is situated . 

Explanation . In the event of a mombor xotually travelling throughout the 
24 hours from ono midnight to the next midnight halting allowance would not be 
admiesible . On tho other hand should he halt oven for less than 24 hours for a most 
ing he would be ontitled to it . 


CHAPTER VIII 


PROSECUTIONS AND REMOVAL AND RESTORATION OF REGISTRATION 

118 . If information is roceived by the Registrat that an offence under tho Aot 
has been committod , he shall , if there is a complaint, require the complainant to 
produce in the form of an affidavit or otherwise prima facie proof of the mattere 
complained . 

119 . The Rogietrar shall thereupon bring the matter before the Executive 
Committee for a roport undor rule 115 . 

120 . If the Council decides that a prosecution should bo instituted it sha ) 
inatruot the Govornment Projecutor or the Publio Prosecutor , as the case mybe 
to take the necessary totion . 

12 ] . If information iş received by the Government that in offonoo under the 
Aot has been committod , the matter shall be referred to the Exodutivo Committoo 
for onquiry and report through the Council. 

122 . Tho Registrar shall bring to thio notice of the Presidont any information 
reaching the office of the Council that a dentist has been 00 . victed of an offonoe or 
offences of the kind mentioned in sub -section ( 1 ) of footion 16 o . tho Punjab Muni 
oipalitios Act , 1911 (III of 1911) and section 14 ( a ) of tho Punjab Distriot Boards 
Act , 1883 (XX of 1883 ), as oxtended to the State of Dolhi, or has been guilty of 
infamous conduot in any profossional rospeot, 

123 . The Propident may call for the oxplanation of the dentist . The oxplana 
tion and the rocords of the ouso shall then be placed before the Exocutive Com . 
mittee . 

124 . The Executive Committee may require the Registrar to investigate tho 
mattor furthor and colloot further evidence , 

125 . If the Committee résolves that the case is one in which an enquiry ought 
to be held , the President shull direct tho Registrar to take steps for the institution 
of an enquiry and for having the cage board and determined by the Counoil. 

126 . A notion in Form E in Appendix II shall be sont by the Rogistrar to the 
dontist not less than three weeks befora the date fixed for the enquiry. Similar 
notioe in Form F in Appendix II shall be sent to the complainant also . 

127 . Either party to an inquiry shall , for the purpose of his defonce or roply , 
as the case may be , and upon raquoat in writing be supplied by the Registrar with 
8 copy of any declaration , explanation , answer or other document roosivo 1 by the 

Council for use at the inquiry as ovidence and every notice of inquiry shall draw 
, the particular attention of the dentist to this rule . 
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128 . Any application made by the dentist betwoon the date of the issue of the 
notice and the date of the hearing shall be dealt with by the Prozident in such 
manner as he thinks fit . 

129. All material documonts which are to be laid before the Coinoil as evid 
once in regard to the case shall be printed and a copy shall be furnished to ozoh 
member of the Council not less than ten days before the hearing of the case . 

130 . The complainant and the dentist may be representod by legal praoti 
tionors . 

131 . Where the complainant appears , the following procedure shall be follow 
ed : 


(1) The Registrar shall road the charge set out in the notioe of the inquiry 

Addressed to the dentist . 
(2 ) The complainant shall thon state his case and produce the ovidence in 

support thereof. 
(3 ) The dentist shall thon state his casc and produce tho ovidence in support 

thoreof. He may address the Council oithor before or at the conclusion 

of his evidence but only once . 
(4 ) At the conclusion of the dontist s case , tho Council shall, if tho dentist 

has producod ovidence , hear the complainant in reply on the 0480 
gonerally , but will bear no further evidence oxcept in any special 
oase . If tho dentist produong no evidence, tho complainant shall not 

be beard in reply except by epocial leave of tho Council . 
(5 ) A witness shall bo first examined by tho party on whoso behalf he is oited 

And then cross - examined by tho other party and finally re -examinod 
by the party on whogo bohalf he la cited . Tho Counoil may doclino to 
admit in evidenco tho deposition of any witness who is not present for , 

or declines to submit himself for cross-examination . 
(6 ) Tho President and the inembers of the Council through the President , 

may put questions to any witness. 
132. In the absenco of a complainant, the following procedure shall be follow 
kod :-- 


( 1) The Regitrar shall read the charge got out in the notice of inquiry ad 

drossed to the dentist , state tho facts of the case and produce the avi 

dence in its support. 
( 2 ) Tho dontist shall then state his case and produoe the ovidence in support 

thereof. He liay addross the Counoil either bofore or at the conclusion 

of his evidence but only once . 
133 . ( 1) Upon the conclusion of the case , the Council shall deliberate thereon 
rin private and decide by vote whether the dontist -- 

(a ) has been convicted of an offence as alleged against him ; 
(b ) is guilty of infamous conduot in any professional respect as alloged against 

him 
( 2 ) If the Council finds that tho dontist has been 80 convioted or is guilty as 
aforogaid , it shall direct tho Registrar to remove the name of the dentist from the 
register . 

134 . Whon the Council has received intimation from any authority that any 
qualification oonferred by it on a dentist has been withdrawn by it on any ground 
other than that of the adoption of any theory of dontistry , then the Counoil shall 
direct the Registrar to remove such qualification from the register in respeot of guoh 
dentist , 
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138 . If , an aforesaid , all the qualifications of any dentist have been removed 
from the register , then the Council whall, direot the Rogistrar to remove the name of 
such dentist from tho rogister . 

136 . The Registrar shall, upon the removal of any namo from the register 
pursuant to tho provisions of rule 135 or of section 41, forthwith bend notioe of such , 
removal to the dentist by registered post addressed to the last known address or 
to the registered residential and professional addresses of the dentist, The Registrar : 
shall also send , forthwith intimation of any such removal to the Dean or Secretary 
or other proper officer of the authority which conferred the qualification or quali . 
fications on the dentist . 

137. The Registrar shal), within one month after any names have been re - - 
moved from the register by order of tho Council under section 41, send to the autho 
rities concerned conferring the qualifications a list of all such names and shall 
oall the attention of each authority to the following rooommendation of the Council : 

" The Council recommends that no person whose name has been onoo removed 
from and has not been restored to the dentista register shall , without previous 
reference to the Council , be admittod to examination for any now qualification 
which is registerable in the dentists rogister ." 

138 . Applications for restoration of a name removed under section 41 to the 
registor shall be entertained only at the next or subsequent meeting of the Council .

AWARD 


By a notification No. LR - 2 (338 ) dated 27th April 1961 the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Labour has reforred the disputo between tho Tata Airoraft 
Limited at Tiutaghur Air Depot and their workmen to this Tribunal with regard to 
two specific issues namely : 


" 1. Whether the employees are ontitlod to x gratuity calculated at the rate 

of one month s pay por year of sorvico in addition to the componsation 
bonus already allowed . 


2 . Whether the one months’s notice puy allowod should includo both basio 

and dearness allowance .” 


2 . Before dealing with tho issuos it is necobsary to give a short history of tho 
dispute . Tho prosent Titaghur Air Dopot which was previously known as the 
Bengal Air Depot was originally controlled by the U . S . Army Air Forces . Thore 
was an agreoment betwoen the Government of India and tho Tata Aircraft limited 
on 29th March 1946 on the basis of which the Company was appointed from that very 
date as agents of the Government of India for the custody and disposal of stores 
from the American depots at Titaghur and othor placos in India . A littlo later the 
company was asked to tako ovor some other depots algo in India . The original 
agreement was for thrro years from 29th March 1946 but it was extonded from time 
to time until 30th November 1950 when the agreement was terminated as far as 
disposal of stores was concerned . Towards the end of 1950 the company was re 
quired to transfer tho remaining stores to Government custody . This transfer 
was completed on 20th February 1951 . Tho company ufter this ceasod to carry 
on the work apart from the work connected with winding up of the show for which a 
skeloton staff had been kept on Government account . T ho Titaghur Depot which 
was known as Bongal Air Dopot was the last ono of the various stores elogod . The 
agrooment was betweon this company and tho Govornment of India . Extraotg 
from tho disposals contract aro to bo found in Appendix A of the company s written 
statement. With the decrease of work the staff was rotrenched from time to time, 
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American employment was terminated by the Americans from 15th April 1940 . 
Tatas employment which was almost on the same terms ag that of tho Americans 
commenced on 16th April 1946 and ended on 15th June 1946 . Then the terms were 
revised . The employees were offered in writing the revised conditions of service 
under the Tata Aircraft Limited and their written acceptance was also taken if they 
wanted to continue in their service . 

Appendix B (1 ) and Appendix B (2 ) are the agreement and the notice rospec 
tively . 


3 . To continue with the history it appears that on or about let Ootobor 1946 : 
tho Tata Aircraft Workers Union which was not till then recognised by the com 
pany sent a notion of a general strike to come off from the 16th Ootober 1946 . That 
strike began on 15th October 1948 and continued upto 21st Ootober 1946 and a 
settlement was arrivod at by the intervontion of the Labour Conciliation Officer . 
Then from May 1947 the workers went on making representations with regard to 
certain emolumonta on various oocanbions and some of them were allowed and some 
of them were not agreed to , with the results that the present Reference has come up . 
before this Tribunal, 

4 . A preliminary point was taken up by Shri Basu appearing for the company 
that this Reference is bad in law becauso the real parties were not before the Tri 
bunal. He relios upon Section 2 (a ) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 where 
appropriate Government has been defined and Section 2 (g ) whore employer har 
boon defined and he says that these two sections should be read together . This 
work was carried on under the authority of the Central Government and surely tho 
appropriato Governmunt in this case is the Central Government. I see nothing 
in the definution of the word eniploper which affects the present reference . Our 
this point alone I am not prepared to hold that the Reference is bad in law . 

5 . I will now derul with the jggues , 


Lyon No . 1 
1. Whether the employees are entitled to a gratuity calculated at the rate of one monthi s , 

pay per year of service in addition to the compensation lonus already allourd . 


6 . Shri P . N . Bhattacharya emphasised the points made out in the writion 
statement of his Union and in that connection he referred to the profits made by the 
company. TLe statement says that in 1946 -47 the company made a profit o 1 
Rs. 4 ,50 ,000 and in 1947 -48 Rs. 8 ,50 , 000 und in 1948 - 49 Rs . 8 , 26 ,000 and in 1949 -50 
Rs. 3 ,26 ,000 . Ho says that the company had made enormous profits and thero 
fore they should pay more in the shape of gratuity , bonus, notico pay ate . The 
claim in this particular issue is with regard to gratuity at the rato of ono month s 
pay per year of servico in addition to the compensation bonus already allowed . 
In the first place looking at the agreement betweon the company and the Govern 
ment of India it is doubtful to me whether the income of tho company can be said 
to be profit booause they were working as agents of the Government of India 
and whatever they got they got from the time, labour and money they spent on the 
business as agents . Moreover , simply because the profit is great the rate of gratuity , 
bonus , oto . cannot be changed from time to time unless it be by agreement . The 
real thing to see is whether the workman are getting the propor amount of gratuity. 
under the circumstances , 


7 . Apart from this line of argument he also says that wherean in othor companies 
similar to Tatab the emoluments of the workers who get Rs. 100 a month as basio 
pay plus provident fund and doarmoss allowance for the notice pay comes up to 
Rø. 7,350 in the caee of Tatas the amount comes t Rs. 6 ,420 only . As against this 
the pompany has given me a set of figures from which the company tried to show that 
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they were paying something like Ry, 8 ,400 . As I said beforo this is not the oriterion 
on which tho question of gratuity can bo judged . It is important to note that when 
there was another Union known as tho Tata Airoraft Workers Union in tho year 
1946 and when the workors went on strike that Union agreed to certain forms and 
the important part of that agreoment is to be found in para 6 of that agroomont which 
has been quoted in para 14 (V ) of the company s written statement of 18th July 

51 at pago 4 . The agreement with rogard to this spocial bonus rung as follows: 


" 8 . Ju tho 0199 of thoja drawing upto and inoluding Rs. 390 per inonth 

u special bonus of two days wagoy for every month of satisfactory 
sorvioo shall be paid to the employaas 02 ratronohman , subjeot to 
their having completed a minimum of six months nervios , commonoing 
from løt April 1918 . Sorvioo prior to 1 -4 - 1918 will not be counted 
for this purpose ." 


8 . From the above p841age it is olear that tho gcatuity comes to 24 days per 
year of service instead of one month s pay for overy your of service . This agree . 
ment has been in foroo fron that dato till tho prosent dispita aro 19 anri tho domund 
for one month s wagos for evory your of survioo hy b992 mide by ths progant Union 
which is a party to this Roferonoe . Unlegg it is shown that there has been soms 
special change in the oiccumstance9 or that tho agreement was arrived at under 
certain misunderstandings by the provious Union , I do not 890 any justifioation in 
interfering with that agroomont between the Tatı Airoraft Workers Union and the 
company simply bocause another Union is making a demand on new lines. The 
new Union was registered in January 1949 but I have not seen the rogistration 
oertificate but Shri Bhattacharya uppoaring for the Union gave me tho registration 
48 No . 1200 from his files. 


I would thoroforo hold that no oago has been made out by the Union for one 
month s wages por yoar as gratuity in addition to the compensation bonu , already 
allowed . 


ISSUE No. 2 


Whether the one month s notice pay allowed should include both basic payand dearness 

allowance . 


9 . The Union refers to Ex, 1- 2 ( 1 ) dated 2nd April 1919 which talks about the 
house rent and componyatory allowance being paid to the workers of tho Titaghur 
Airoraft Company on the sumo basis as eactioned for the omployees of the Ishapur 
Ordnanoe Factory . Then they refer to a lottor datod 7th Ootobar 1919 which is 
marked Ex. 1 - 2 ( 2 ). This letter h93 boon roferred to by the company in para 17 ( 0 ) 
on their writtan statomont. The first decision raforrod to tharoin iq if tha tovorn . 
ment gave notioe they would be bound to pay the full salary inoluding tho allowances 
for the period of notico and the amount to be puid in lieu of the notioo should 
therefore be the full sulary including the allowances subjact to the usual con litions 
for the drawal of allowances being fulfilled . In their roply to the Union s domend 
the company admitted that it was only in September 1949 that in their office 
memorandum No. 20 /49 /48 , Apptts. dute 12th Soptomber 1949 of the Ministry 
of Home Affairs the notico pay should include dern933 Allowanoo . On those ma 
terials I do not see any ro140n as to why Doerno Allowance should not bo in 
oluded in the notion pay . If a mun gos3 01 01 no love for a month he would be 
entitled to draw this basic pay plus de rue is allowan00 on his return from loave . 
I do not understand why this difference is made in this instano , 


I would therefore give my award that nolior pay should inoludo both ba nio 
day and dearness allowance . 
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A lotter has beon rooived from the company showing certain variations in the 
dearness allowance but that does not affect the general principle . 


10 . Before I close [ must mention that various points were taken up by one 
sido or the other but it is not necesvry to go into them because the issues are very 
clear and well dofinod , and I thorofore , oonfine myslf to tho 1991107 As they have been 
framod in the notification . 


I therefore give my award in terms aforogaid , thin the 25th day of August 
1961.
